13. Translation of reply to a sister in Bangladesh who 
wanted to know about the involvement of ladies 
in the work of 'Tableeg' from 

Hazrat Enamul Hasan (Rah.) 

Kakrail Masjid 
22 January, 1989 

Dear Sister 

Assalaamu 'Alaikum 

We received your letter; your desire for 'Deen' is 'Mubarak'. May 
Allaah Ta'ala accept and grant you 'Ikhlas' and Istiqamat' 
(consistency). Without any doubt, the work of the ladies is within their 
homes. Through the daily Ta'leem' of 'Fazail* makes the attitude of 
everyone in the home along the lines of 'Deen 1 (Islam). Through 
'Salaaf (Namaz), recitation of Qur'an and Tasbih'/'Zikr' (remembrance 
of Allaah) create an environment within the house. To make Tarbiat' 
(spritual training) of the children and to prepare and encourage the 
menfolk of the house for going out in the path of Allaah, to make them 
ready for sacrificing their lives and wealth for 'Deen' and to assist and 
support them in this activity are important jobs for the ladies. For this 
they should live and perform all their work with simplicity and spend 
their lives with 'Sabr' (patience) and Tawakkul' (complete reliance on 
Allaah). This is the real thing. 

Sometimes, it is also necessary to go out In ladies 'Jammats' 
along with the 'Mahram' (close male relatives with whom marriage is 
forbidden) for near and far places, for short and long periods, 
especially for preparing the 'Deeni' mentality of ladies and to bring 
alive the work of 'Deen' in them. In addition, they should utilize their 
capabilities as far as their abilities allow. All this, however, should be 
under the guidance and 'Mashwarah' (counsel) of the menfolk and 
that is more appropriate. May Allaah grant the Treasure of His 
pleasure and involve us in this august and blessed effort of 'Dawah' 
until the last breathe of our lives.

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14 Translation of Participation by Muslim Ladies 
in 'Tableeg' on 11 March, 1996 narrated by 

Hazrat Enamul Hasan (Rah.) 

The following lines are expounded from a letter of late Hazratjee 
Moulana Muhammad Yusuf, Rahmatullah ^Alaihi (Mercy of Allaah be 
on him) in respect of how the Muslim ladies take part in the Tableeg 
work' (propagation and inculcation of Islamic way of life). The delicacy 
of this work by the ladies is still greater. Ladies should never be taken 
to the general Ijteema (gathering or meeting) of men. In their 
respective areas, in a house where Pardah (restrictions regarding 
womenfolk being observed by men) is maintained, the ladies of the 
nearby houses may gather, once a week, and do Ta'leem (teaching 
and, learning). This may be initiated in this manner: 

Whatever the menfolk hear at the Ijteema, Dawah (Invitation to 
the Path of Allaah), Ta'leem etc., they tell those to their womenfolk. In 
this way within a short time feeling for the Islamic way of life will grow 
among the ladies. In this way, Ta'leem should be started in every 
family A time, out of twenty-four hours of daily life, should be set 
apart for Ta'leem, from portions of the books compiled by Shaikhul 
Hadeeth Hazrat Moulana Muhammad Zakaria, Rahmatullah 'Alaihi 
(Mercy of Allaah be on him), for use by the Tableeg-in-Jamaaf 
(groups engaged in Tableeg work'). After the Ta'leem, as mentioned 
above, has been started in every family and every locality, the 
womenfolk of the town may assemble, once in a week, in a house 
where every precaution is observed regarding Pardah. To start with, 
the ladies should carry out Ta'leem among themselves. 

Thereafter, an experienced Muballig (one who regularly devotes 
his time and money in Tableeg work') may from outside the Pardah, 
address the ladies and explain to them the importance and 
exigencies of Tableeg work', to begin with, among the Muslims 
themselves, and how the Muslim ladies can take part in this august 
mission, the mission of the Prophets, 'Alaihimusallaam (May peace 
be on them), the mission enjoined on the Muslim by Allaah Ta'ala and 
most liked by Him. The purpose of his talk should be to persuade the 
ladies to encourage and help their menfolk to go out in the path of 
Allaah, to observe patience in the trials and tribulations that may be 
fall them in the absence of the menfolk and in such circumstances 
beseech Allaah alone for help and fortitude through patience and 
prayer, as enjoined by Allaah Ta'ala. This is the real participation by 
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the ad.es in Tableeg. If they do so, *hey will be rewarded by Allaah 
Ta ala, to extend of the rewards gained by their menfolk, toiling and 
striving in the path of Allaah, while they themselves stay at home 
taking care of the house and the family. In the end they will be 
reunited ,n Heaven, enjoying the everlasting bliss, never to be 
separated again and above all they are blessed by Allaah Ta'ala with 
His permanent pleasure. The speaker should try to imbibe in the 
blessings of the hereafter, in a manner that the hearts of the listeners 
become desirous for achieving them. 

He should narrate the incidents of the womenfolk of Rasulullaah 
(the messenger of Allaah) Sallallaahu 'Alaihi Wasallam (May 
blessings of Allaah and peace be on him), and of the previous 
Prophets, Alaihimusallam (May peace be on them), and of the 
Companions, Radi Allaahu'anhum (May Allaah be pleased with them,) 
of Rasulullaah, Sallallaahu 'Alaihi Wasallam, as to how they bore the 
difficulties befalling them, with patience and prayers, while their 
menfalk were toiling, striving and sacrificing their lives for the cause of 
the truth, the cause of 'Laa llaaha lllallaah' (there is none to be 
worshiped other than Allaah); that this 'Holy Kalima' (the procla- 
mation of the truth) be established in the world. Afterward from time 
to time, parties of ladies, who have well understood the work and its 
principles, may be formed to go to other towns. They must be 
escorted by their respected husbands or a Mahram (a male person 
with whom marriage is forbidden in Islam: for example- brother son 
father, paternal or maternal uncle). Pardah should be observed in 
journey and in the house where the ladies will put up The males 
accompanying the ladies shall put up in the nearby Masjid and do 
regular Tableeg work'. The ladies will demonstrate to the assembled 
womenfolk of the locality the code and mode of conducting Ta'leem 
according to the principles of Tableeg which is described below: 

The meaning of a Hadeeth (narration of the Messenger of 
Allaah, Sallallaahu 'Alaihi Wasallaam), is: Allaah Ta'ala does not take 
notice of your countenances nor your wealth, but He considers what 
is in your hearts (i.e., your faith and intentions) and your deeds (your 
behavior towards the Creator and the creature). Allaah Ta'ala accepts 
as devotion and servitude, his all and every action and deed for 
temporal and everlasting (commencing from the moment of death) 
benefits, when the same is performed in accordance to His 
injunctions, in the manner directed by Rasulullaah, Sallallaahu 'Alaihi 
Wasallam, and with the sole intention of pleasing Allaah Ta'ala.

At all times, according to the prevailing conditions and 
circumstances, some injunction or order of Allaah Ta'ala is enjoined 
on His slave & there are directions of Rasulullaah, Sallallaahu Alaihi 
Wasallam, for carrying out that order of Allaah Ta'ala. In this life, 
engaging every part of the human body, bestowed to man as a boon 
by Allaah, according to His injunctions & orders and in the manner of 
Rasulullaah, Sallallaahu 'Alaihi Wasallam, is called Deen (the natural 
relegion of human beings as ordained by the Creator), also known as 
Islam (the relegion of submission and peace. One abiding by the 
precepts of Islam acquires peace, tranquility of heart, and a goodly 
life here and the hereafter). When the above is fulfilled with the sole 
intention of seeking Allaah Ta'ala's goodwill, every action and deed 
will be accepted by Allaah Ta'ala as 'Ibadat (servitude to Him). In this 
respect, one has to remember that Allaah Ta'ala has declared, in very 
plain words, 'I have not created Jins (Jennie) and men except that 
they serve Me (alone). '(Al-Qur'an, Ch.51, Ver.56). 

By announcing the holy Kalima laa llaaha ll'lallaah', (there is 
none to be served other than Allaah), 'Muhammadur Rasulullaah' 
(Muhammad, Sallallaahu Alaihi Wasallam is Allaah's Messenger), 
every Muslim man and woman binds himself into this bondage. To 
one who sincerely and faithfully fulfills the terms of this bondage, 
Allaah Ta'ala, being pleased with him, has promised various pleasant 
rewards in this life and the hereafter and Allaah Ta'ala never fails to 
fulfill His promise. On the other hand, Allaah Ta'ala has warned about 
to severe punishment and retribution for disregard and disobedience 
of His intention and injunctions. By the second part of the Kalima, one 
binds himself or herself to serve Allaah according to the directions 
conveyed by His Messenger, Muhammad, Sallallaahu 'Alaihi 
Wasallam. 

With the above in view, Rasulullaah, Sallallaahu 'Alaihi 
Wasallam, has ordained that seeking of knowledge (of Deen) is 
incumbent on every Muslim. The way of acquiring this llm 
(knowledge) is known as 'Deen-i-Ta'leem'. The purpose of this 
Ta'leem is to gain the ability to ascertain what to do at different times, 
under different conditions, different circumstances & different 
environments. One who journeys for seeking 'Deen-i-llm', his journey, 
until he returns home is accounted as Ibadat of Allaah Ta'ala. 
Seventy thousand angels lay down their wings under his feet. Every 
creature in the Heavens & in the earth pray for his salvation. To 
Shaitan (Satan), a learned Muslim is more difficult to be deceived 



than a thousand (ignorant) worshippers. If death overtakes him while 
away from home, seeking 'Deen-i-llm', he is reckoned as a martyr. 

Ta'leem occupies an important part in the program of Tableeg 
work'. It is performed in two ways: (1) collectively and (2) individually. 
The purpose of the 'collective Ta'leem' is not to make the participants 
well versed in all aspects of Deen, but to create in everyone an 
earnest desire to live in obedience to the injunctions of Allaah Ta'ala, 
carried out in the manner directed by Rasulullaah, Sallallaahu Alaihi 
Wasallam, and with the sincere intention of pleasing Allaah Ta'ala.. 
This desire should imbibe in his or her a thirst for acquiring 'Deen-i- 
llm' to be attained by approaching the Olama (learneo persons) and 
from books. With this result in view, in the 'collective Ta'leem' 
discourses are held on the rewards to be aquired from Allaah Ta'ala 
for performing the different duties of 'Ibadat and also on the 
punishment pronounced by Allaah Ta'ala for disregard and 
disobedience to His orders. It should be observed that in the 
'collective Ta'leem' discourses on 'Masla-Masael' (the tenets) of Islam 
must not be held. Once the thirst is created, one has to obtain those 
'Masla-Masael' from his respective that is from an Alim of the sect to 
which he belongs, i.e., a Hanafee from a 'Hanafee Alim', a Shafi from 
a 'Shafi Alim', and so on. 

In the 'collective Ta'leem' only portions from the books, compiled 
by Shaikhul Hadeeth Hazrat Moulana Muhammad Zakaria, 
Rahmatullah Alaihi, specifically for the purpose of 'Tableeg work', 
should be read out. That is, the following books are to be used: (i) 
Virtues of Zikr (remembrance) (ii) Virtues of Qur'an, (iii) Virtues of 
Salaat (Namaz), (iv) Virtues of Tableeg, (v) Virtues of Sadakat 
(charity), (vi) Virtues of Ramzan- in the month of Ramzan, (vii) Virtues 
of Hajj- at the time of Hajj (viii) 'Hikayet-i-Sahaba'- anecdotes of the 
Companions, Radi Allaahu Anhum, and also the book entitled 'the 
prevailing degradation of the Muslims and its only remedy' -by- 
Hazrat Moulana Muhammad Ihteshamul Hasan (Rah.). After having 
read out a few pages from the selected books, the person conducting 
the Ta'leem may say a few words in order to increase the zeal of the 
listeners for abiding by the golden principles and practices of Islam, 
as amplified by Rasulullaah, Sallallaahu 'Alaihi Wasallam. 

In the Ta'leem everyone should endeavor to sit with Ajmot 
(greatness) and Mahabbat (love) of Allaah and His Rasul, Sallallaahu 
"Alaihi Wasallam, in the heart, with attention and concentration and 
with proper etiquette. By way of etiquette the following should be 



observed as .far as possible: (h) Perform Wadu (ablution), (ii) 
remembering Allaah, The Lord, to be present; sit and behave as a 
slave does before a master, (iii) do not lean against anything, (iv) do 
not be enticed by self-desire to go out of Ta'leem, (v) do not indulge in 
conversation, (vi) in order to correctly convey and deliver to others 
and thereby make one's own knowledge sound, one should try lo 
commit to memory whatever is read out. If everyone follows the 
above principles and etiquette, the angels would surround that 
gathering, the ability and habit of obedience would be inculcated in 
the participants, by the practice of imbibing in oneself the feeling of 
greatness and the love, such illumination from the glorious Qur'an 
and Hadeeth is produced in the heart by virtue of which true guidance 
is received. At the very outset, the aim and object, the principles and 
the etiquette of Ta'leem should be mentioned. The aim and object of 
this Ta'leem in short, is to imbibe on oneself as earnest desire to 
abide by the Islamic code of life and to do so creates a hankering for 
gaining 'Deen-i-llm'. So, a portion from the 'Virtues of Qur'an' should 
be read out, keeping the particular virtues in mind. Practices should 
be for a short while, to recite Suras (chapters) of the holy Qur'an 
which are commonly recited in Salaat (Namaz). The temporary 
restrictions in this respect must be observed. For this purpose, groups 
of three or four people should be formed. Tashaahud', 'Dua-e-Qunut' 
etc., should not be practiced in 'collective Ta'leem'. These are to be 
learned in 'individual Ta'leem'. 

Therefore, groups gathering again, portions from the books 
mentioned above should be read out. Whatever opportunity arises to 
be alone, these books should be perused in order to acquire the ability 
and desire to invite others to the path of Allaah. After having read the 
selected books, some time should be devoted to discourse of the 'six 
numbers' of 'Tableeg'. Besides the above, every Muslim man and 
woman should endeavor to see that every person of the locality is 
performing Salaat (Namaz), that everyone is reciting the holy Qur'an^ 
everyday, that everyone devotes some times, morning and evening, in 
remembrance of Allaah Ta'ala and meditation, that Ta'leem is held 
regularly in every family for sometime everyday. He or she should 
endeavor to establish the injunctions of Allaah Ta'ala and the modes 
of Rasulullaah, Sallallaahu 'Alaihi Wasallam, in everyday behaviors 
and in everyday transactions. Above all, every Muslim lady should 
consider herself a participant in the work that was carried out by 
Rasulullaah, Sallallaahu 'Alaihi Wasallam; his Companions, 
Radiallaahu 'Anhum; their Womenfolk, Radiallaahu'anhuma and 
encourages the men folk to take active part in this august mission.

In addition to Ta'leem' in 'Masjid', efforts should be made to 
conduct Ta'leem' in every house to increase the eagerness and 
urge by doing AmaaP along with the family and to encourage the 
lad.es to spend their 24 hours daily life according to 'Deen' by 
inquiring from 'Ulama H through their menfolk. 

3) Monthly 3 Days 'Khuruj': 

Every worker should spend 3 days regularly by taking new 
brothers of his locality along with him. Through these 3 days 
Jamaats, efforts should be made to establish 'Masjid Waar 
Jamaats in all the 'Masjids' of the vicinity and for the progress of 
work m the vicinity. K y 

4) Daily 2 1 / 2 Hours. 

Make efforts to visit each and every house of the locality to revive 
the Amaal of Dawah' and also spend time in 'Dawah' of 'Iman' 
Halqas of Ta'leem' of 'Fazael', sending and receiving 'Jamaats' to 
and from ins.de and abroad, 'Mm' and 'Zikr', hospitality of incominq 
guests and the Ta'leem' and Tarbiat' Brothers should eat and 
sleep m their own houses. 2 1 / 2 hours is the minimum. Encouraqe 
brothers to give more time so that the 'Masjid' is populated by the 
Amaals of the 'Masjid-e-Nabwi' throughout the 24 hours If some 
brothers give less than 2 1 / 2 hours, do not look down at them and 
appreciate whatever time they give. 

5) 'Maswarah': 

Brothers should sit daily for 'Maswarah' and 'Fikir' for a short time 
after any Salaaf at their convenience. Review the efforts made in 
the previous day and make 'Maswarah' for efforts to be made on 
that day to revive 100% 'Salaaf (Namaz), Tilawath', 'Zikr' 'Dua' 
Ibadat, 'Husn-e-Akhlaq' (good manners) and full 'Deen''in the 
entire world.

16. Guide-lines for Jamaat travelling to Forien Country by 
Engineer Muhammad Sirajul Islam (Rah.) 

1) Money is a trust. It should be spent properly with Mashwara. 

2) Purchase necessary items for one's personal need in one's own 
country before departure. 

3) Do not make purchase in foreign countries to bring to one's own 
country. 

4) Do not bring anything given in trust for anybody nor bring any 
presents for anybody. 

5) Do not engage in any business discussion or transaction in foreign 
countries. Sometimes such business discussions have been held 
and on the person's return, trade relations have been established! 
with those with whom such matters have been discussed 
overseas. 

6) a. Give the 'Jamaat address' when in a foreign country as far as 

possible, for example, 'Kakrail Malwali Mosque', Kakrail, Dhaka. 

b. Personal letters which one writes to one's family members, 
should carry a brief message of health and well being, and 
message of encouragement and Dawat. 

c. Detailed accounts of the journey should be written and sent to 
Kakrail, It is important that this should be done at least once a 
fortnight. 

7) Do not borrow money in a foreign country, if this is absolutely 
necessary then such request must be made to Kakrail. 

8) All matters can be solved by Allaah Ta'ala providing, if the whole 
journey is conducted with obedience to the Ameer and all work is 
done with Mashwara. 

9) a. The whole Jamaat should come back and hold Mashwara 

together to spend twenty days as they do before departure, 
b. If anybody has a pressing matter during these days then this 
should be put off to a later date. 

10) a. No gifts or presents should be accepted in foreign countries 

besides foods and drink (with care). 

b. If it is forced to accept such a gift or one accepts It out of 
respect, then it should be given away there, and not broupht 
back to one's country. 

c. It is necessary, we display complete disinterest lf> the thlnfl of 
the world, otherwise love for things would be footud In our 
heart and it will have a grievous effect on the heart, of oth( i 

11) a. When a Jamaat departs from a European country, Lnijltiruf, 

Spain, Portugal etc., then on afrlvol In thi nw\ county 



photostat copies of the passport indicating entry and departure 
from the previous country should be immediately sent to 
Kakrail. This is very important, for it makes easy for other 
Jamaats to obtain Visas. 

b. Photostat copies of the first page of the passport on which the 
passport holder's name appears, should be posted with the rest. 

12) a. When a Jamaat returns, leftover foreign currencies must be 

exchanged in a bank and a receipt obtained. The receipt must 
be handed over to the 'Kakrail Malwali Mosque', 
b. This money must not be given to anybody. 

13) Passport, ticket and currencies must be carefully looked after. 

13) Brothers should carry with them only 'Fazail-E-Aamaal' kitabs, which 
are for their personal use. Do not carry any extra kitabs as presents 
for others. 

14) Jamaat wishing to book air-tickets should work in consultation 
with local Jamaat brothers. 

15) When submitting reports (supplying information) of your Jamaat 
activities and movements include the following information:- 

a. The efforts being made in each Masjid visited towards 
explaining the work, and in establishing 5-AMAALS. 

b. Inspiring the brothers in the Fazail (virtues) of going out in the 
path of Allaah. 

c. Encouraging them towards establishing Jamaat to carry out the 
work of Tabligh in their locality. 

d. Information as to the effectiveness & impact of the work of 
Dawat. 

e. Details of plans and intentions made towards encouragement of 
the work of Tabligh. 

16) Jamaat should try to solve their problems and overcome their 
difficulties as far as possible on their own. 

17) Jamaat brothers flying Biman should make the following 
recommendations on the 'suggestion or complaint forms'. 

a) That space be made available for Salaat with Jamaat on all 
planes, 

b) That an announcement on the time of commencement of each 
Salaat be made on every flight. 

c) That the direction of Qiblah be announced for each Salaat. 
Every Jamaat is advised to make all necessary arrangements for their 
departure, to finalise their ticket and currency matters, and then, they 
should to spend 72 hours in 'Kakail Markaz' before departure.

Rasulullaah (Sallallaahu *Alaihi Wasallam) said, 'Whosoever 
recites Sub'hanAllaah Wal 'Hamdulillaah Walaa llaaha lllallaahu 
Wallaahu Akbar, will be rewarded with ten virtues for each letter 
thereof. Whosoever supports an unjust party in a dispute incurs the 
wrath of Allaah, until he repents and does Toubah. Whosoever 
intercedes to prevent infliction of punishment awarded according to 
Islamic law is considered to oppose Almighty Allaah, and whosoever 
slanders a Muslim, man or woman, will in the Hereafter be imprisoned 
in Khabal (a deep part of Hell), until he gets exonerated from this sin, 
which will hardly be possible there.' 

Backing an unjust cause has, now-a-days, become our second 
nature. In spite of knowing that we are at fault, we become unjust and 

Oft 
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partial for the sake of our relatives and friends. We are not afraid of 
the wrath, displeasure and punishment of Almighty Allaah, when our 
relatives and friends are involved. We do not tell them that they 
should desist from committing wrong. We do not even keep quiet and 
remain neutral, but we go to the extreme in supporting them. If 
anybody puts up a claim against them, we try to oppose him. If a 
friend of ours commits theft, wrongs somebody, or indulges in 
adultery, we encourage and help him in all possible ways. Is this 
according to the dictates of our faith and relDgion? Is this according 
to Islam that we feel proud of? Do we not thus degrade our Islam in 
the eyes of others, and degrade ourselves before Almighty Allaah? It 
is stated in one Hadith that one who deals or fights with somebody on 
the basis of sectionalism is not one of us. According to another 
Hadith, sectionalism stands for helping one's own people in their 
wrong cause. 

Radghatul Khabal is the mud formed by the blood and puss of 
those in the Hell. How dirty and horrible would be that place where 
such people who do slander against the Muslims will be imprisoned. 
In this life we take it very lightly to talk against whosoever we like, but 
we will realize the graveness of our offence in the Hereafter when we 
will be required to justify and prove whatever we have said here, and 
the proof given there will have to be acceptable from the Shariat point 
of view. Fluent talk based on lies will be of no avail there. Whatever 
we talk here, the real truth will all be known there. Rasulullaah 
(Sallallaahu'Alaihi Wasallam) had said, 'Sometimes one talks merely 
to amuse others, but because of it he is thrown into the Hell to a 
depth which exceeds the distance between the earth and the sky. A 
slip of the tongue is fraught with more dangers than the slip of the 
foot.' It is said in Hadith, 'Whosoever reproaches somebody else for 
his sin will find himself involved in it before his death.' Imam Ahmad 
(Rah.) explained that this Hadith implies such sins from which the 
sinner has done Toubah. Hazrat Abu Bakar (Radi Allaaho'anhu) used 
to pull his tongue and say, 'You are the cause of our woes.' Ibn 
Munkidar, a famous Muhaddith and a Tabaee was seen weeping 
when he was about to die. Someone asked why he was weeping. He 
replied, I do not remember to have committed any sin, but I might 
have said something which, though ordinary in my opinion, may turn 
out to be something very serious before Almighty Allaah.
